been received. It is not !mown whother the troops moved to the 
area north of Sibiu to be staticned there or only for ae 
mountain exercises, 

Probably units en route to maneuver areas, 

soviet rail movements in Humania during the last months cannot 

be analyzed, The trains may have carried replacements and supplics
